Mr.  Baldwin  addressed-  tlie  stu¬ 
dent  body  last  Friday  monvng  con¬ 
cerning  tlio  political  issue,  "Tlie 
United  States  versus  Russia.”  It  was 
the  journalist’s  opinion  that  the 
American  people  must  get  used  to 
living  In  a  crisis  anfi  be  quick  to 
welcome  any  casing  of  tension  be¬ 
tween  Russia  and'  tho' United  States. 
Ho  insisted  that’  the  general  public 
is.  disillusioned  because  there  'is  no 
complete  solution  to  the  internation¬ 
al  problem  on  communism. 

Musi  Take  Firm  Stand 
“Wc  must  take  a  firm,  .not  prov¬ 
ocative  stand  in  the  world  govern¬ 
ment,"  advised  the  newspaperman, 
•yt’s  suicide  to  transfer  power  con¬ 
trolled  by-  two  peat  nations  to  a  U. 

N.  which  cannot  agree  on  principle 
much  less  on  government.” 

■He  sketched  communism  as  still 
on  the  forward  march  an-:)  Russians 
as  thriving  on  wars,  disorders,  and 
bloodshed.  He  doubted  Russia's  pos¬ 
sessing  the  atomic  bomb  until  1052, 
but  warned  that  the  ‘cold  war"  is  a 
hot  state  of  conflict  from  which  no 
spot  in  the  world  is  immune. 

In  comparing  the  two  super  pow¬ 
ers  of1  the  world,  the  writer  pointed 
out  social,  economic,  religious,  and 
military  differences.  "Differences’  in 
tire  conception  of  human  values  arc 
vast,”  he  explained,  “in  Asia,  life  is 
cheap,  dignity  little.  Tire  gap  may 
be  bridged,  -but  not  easily.” 

; He. presented  the  following  facts.to 
show  comparative  strength,  if  a  war 
wfcro  to  formulate:  Russia  occupies 
the  largest  land' mass — many  times 
larger  than  the  United  State;;  Rus- 
sift  maintains  a  gigantic  land  army— 
about  175  divisions  to  United  Stales' 
l6 .  divisions;  Russia  is  a  reservoir 
of  untapped  resources— the  United 
States  producer'  six  million  tons 
more  ore  in  1013  than  the  larger 
nation  will  have  produced  in  19.50; 
the -  United  States  controls  tjie  sea- 
power. and  is  stocking  atomic  bombs. 

Far  East  Is  Puzzling 
Mr.  Baldwin  complimented  tlio 
counter  offensive  set  up  against 
cpnnnuyusm  in  Greece,  but  was  puz¬ 
zled  as  to  the  future  df  the  Far 
Edst.
